All pilgrims 
from cruise 
ship here

All 282 U.S. pilgrims rescued 
from their blown-up cruise ship in 
Beirut on Saturday night, were in 
Jerusalem Jast night. The first batch 
of 80 arnived in the capital yester- 
day morning, the rest following from 
Netanya towards dark. 

They spent most of the day catch- 
ing up on their sleep, except for 
short shopping excursions for clothes. 
‘They were rescued in pajamas and 
nightgowns after an explosion 
rocked their excursion ship at 10.15 
p.m. Saturday. The ship, the Sou- 
aion, sank in Beirut harbour. The 
tourists’ flimsy protection was aug- 
mented only by overcoats acquired 
in Cyprus during a brief stopover 
on Sunday on thelr way to Halfa, 

Most of the tourists were put up 
in three East Jerusalem hotels, the 
Capitol, the Palace and the Pano- 
rama. The others were accommo- 
dated in the Shalom Hotel, In Bayit 
Vegan.

ASHKELON. — A _ toddler who 
disappeared from his home in Ash- 
dod yesterday morning was found 
unconscious two hours later, after 
being attacked by a bird of prey. 

Meir Kakuzshvill, 214, was left 
by his mother In the care of his 
grandmother, who noticed his dis- 
appearance at 11 am. A search 
began immediately. About two hours 
later, a boy ran back from 
the sand dunes south of Ashdod, 
saying he had seen a child covered 
with blood lying there. 

The child was taken to Ashkelon 
Hospital with his body covered with 
peck-wounds, and a finger and parts 
of his ears missing. It is believed 
he cut himself while wandering in 
the dunes, and the blood attracted 
the bird. He was reported out of 
danger last night. (Itim)

HAIFA SPY TRIAL 


ON ‘HIGHLY SECRET WEAPON’

HAIFA. — The principal Jewish 
accused in the trial of six sus- 
pected members of a Syrian spy 
ring said yesterday he had given 
information τὰς 3 highly. secret 
weapon” to i 8. 
Thder <CT05S Yexamination” ‘hud 
Adivy said he had been “dragged” 
into giving military Information to 
the Syrian agent and that he re- 

gretted having dove so. 

The “secret weapon” had been 
named previously in 8 closed session 
of the court. It was not allowed 
to be mentioned yesterday. 

Adiv and another Jewish defen- 
dant, Dan Vered, testified under 
oath. Three Arab defendants who 


. vead statements insisted that they 


had had oo intention of harming 
state security or aiding the enemy 
in his war against Israel, as 
charged. 

The sixth accused, Simon Hadad, 
who was convicted last week after 
pleading guilty to an amended in- 
dictment, did not take the stand. 

Only Adiv called defence witnes- 
ses — his gtr] friend, and an army 
colonel who, in camera, gave his 
assessment of the intelligence value 
of the information Adiv admittedly 
passed in Syria. 

Adiv, alleged head of the Jewish 
section of the ring, chose to tea- 
bify under oath, but refused to 
swear on the Bible. “I don't be- 
Ueve in it,” he said. 

Led hy his attorney, Ram Caspi, he 
told how he iad received a Husho- 
mer Hatzair education in his home 
kibbutz, Gan Shmuel, and had ween 
especially impressed by one of his 
teachers who had stressed the ide= 
of peaceful coexistence between 
Jews and Arabs. 


SERVED IN NAHAL 

He did his army service in Nahal, 
rising to the rank of corporal Three 
years after demobilization he left 
the kibbutz to study. During the 
Six Day War he served with a pa- 
ratroop unit in Jerusalem. 

“Three quarters of our men were 
killed or wounded" by Jordanian 
shelling. “We had the most casual- 
ties of any unit. In fact all 1 did 
was evacuate wounded under fire,” 
he sald He himself had not been 
hurt. 

This experience had made a deep 
impression. He felt the result had 
not been worth the sacrifice. “No- 
body understood that war, murder 
and killing must be stopped,” he 
went on, and said this had led him 
to his extremist leftist opinions. 

He joined Matzpen, but was dis- 
appointed by “the good intentions 
which were not carried out in the 
members’ private lives," With others, 
he established the “Revolutionary 
Communist Union.” 

In the course of distributing bro- 
chures, he met Daoud Turki, the 
principal accused, who agreed to 
sell them in his Haifa bookshop. 
‘Turki proposed that he meet Habib 
Kahawaji, (who allegedly operated 
the ring from Syria) In Athens. 
Turki described Kahawaji as a mem- 
ber of the Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine and Adiv 
should meet him to “discuss our 
similar political opinions.” 

Adiv had not known Kahawaji 
was connected with the Syrain Intel- 
ligence nor the Fatah. They had 
Spent long hours discussing the si- 
tuation in Israel. 

“We also displayed an interest in 
military matters. I was 
along by him. He asked and 1 re- 
plied. I did not think myself capable 
of harming state security.” Adiv 
said. 


‘POLITICAL MATTERS’ 


He went to Athens a second time, 
at Kahawaji’s invitation, “to meet 
more people on political matters.” 
Kahawsji proposed taking him to 
Syria “to meet members of our 
organization. ἃ understood he meant 
Palestinians holding similar opi- 
anions.” 

Once in Damascus, Adiv went on, 
“I didn't meet people, It was not 
what I expected. I was dragged into 
military matters.” 

Kahawaji had proposed his train- 
ing in arms and explosives. ‘Their 
training seemed ridiculous to me. 
After my army service I could have 
trained them.” 

He admitted giving Kahawaji mili- 
tary information, but “all I planned 
was a Jewish-Arab revolution in 
Israel. They wanted to destroy the 
State, I only wanted a juster re- 
gime.” 

As to the secret code he had been 
given, “I didn’t want it. I tried 
only once to listen to messages 
from Radio Damascus, with Dan 
Vered.” 

He also thought “ridiculous” the 
invisible ink he had been given to 
transmit secret information and told 
Turki so. But Turki said it was 
important to convince Kahawaji 
there were Jews in Israel willing to 
share the struggle against the re- 
gime. Before throwing it away, he 
used the ink to transmit “informa- 
tion I had already given them.”

In the 18 months, until his arrest, 
he sald he “made no effort to col- 
lect any information. I told the 
others to do so, because 1 was 
asked to.” 

With his parents and sister anxi- 
ously following every word he said, 
Adiv, under cross ¢xamination by 
District Attormey Yitzhak Grabli, 
sald he had understood his trip to 
Syria was Megal. 

Asked why he thought Kahawaji 
had given ‘him money, Adiv said: 
“I thought he was ready to do so 
for political interests and not as 
payment for services rendered.” He 
had tried to recruit members only 
for the “Red Front.” He had sent 
letters abroad in invisible ink be- 
cause he knew he was doing some- 
thing illegal, and even uaimpurtant 
information might be held against 
him. 

He said he had no intention of 
earrying out sabotage or pérsonal 
terror, “to which Lenin objected,“ 
though in the long run he had 
planned armed struggle to establish 
a proletarian regime. “I received no 
arms, and only intended to get them 
later for self-defence, especially 
against right-wing organizations.” 


Pressed about the “secret weapon,” 
he had done so, claiming that he 
remember” whether he had revealed 
it to Kahawaji, bat finally admitted 
he had done so, claiming thet he 
had “known it from my army ser- 
vice. Every combat soldier knows it 
and I dida't consider it important.” 
He had also given information on 
military bases and drawn sketches of 
the Tel Nof airfield and a Nahal 
base. 


IT’S NOT MY STYLE’ 


“I did not think I was making 
any revelations. I didn't think these 
i were secret or that anyone 
did not know them. I regret that I 
passed information. I did so because 
he asked me. It is not my style.” 
He added however: “I feel at 
peace with myself. Some things I 
did renounce, but not everything." 
Dan Vered told how he had flunked 
out of the Technion and had been 
given a medical discharge from the 
army after one month of service. He 
had later gone to the U.S. to study. 
On his return to Israel in 1970, 
had taught first at the Technion 
and later in high school. He had 


joined Matzpen — but had left “be- 
cause they only preached" — and 
gone over to the Revolutionary 
Communists, where he met Adiv, 
He had gone to Athens to meet 
Kahawaji in June 1972 at Adiv's 
request, and had agreed to go to 
Damascus with him. 


Under cross examination, with the 
judges putting questions and de- 
manding a straight answer, Vered 
— after an initial denial — admitted 
he had known Kahawaji represented 
the terrorists or the Syrian Intel- 
ligence. He sald he had nevertheless 
gone to Damascus “because the trip 
tempted me,” 

He said the military information 
he had passed was so well known, 
about Lydda and Sde Dov air- 
fields, and the fact that the Air 
Force flew Phantoms and Mirages, 
that he did not consider it secret. 
He had learned the secret code and 
taught It to Adiv “because I was 
sent by him, and I felt I owed it 
to him.” 


IF I HAD KNOWN...” 

Tm answer to his attorney, Ram 
Caspi, he said: “If I had known 
what I was doing and its implica- 
tions I would not have done it.” 

Pressed why he had not left once 
he -realized who Kahawajl was and 
what his real intentions were, Vered 
turned and twisted, clatming he had 
acted “for Ehud" Asked whether 
he had been “ready to sacrifice 
your liberty because Ehud sent 
you,” he said, “definitely.” Wher the 
D.A. said, “look, you're a clever 
man, answer sensibly," Vered re- 
plied: “You say I'm clever. I think 
Tm a fool, and that’s why I'm here 
in the dock.” 

Mr. Caspi had earlier pleaded un- 
successfully to have the charges of 
“passing secret information liable 
to harm state security” struck from 
Vered’s indictment on the ground 
that his information was not secret, 
and he had not intended to harm 
the State. He refused to re-examine 
his client on the grounds that “the 
court's remarks during the cross 
examination leave no room for it,” 
and indicated he was likely to ap- 
peal the verdict. 


Daoud Turki, in an hour-long 
statement, set out his motives and 
ideology. He sharply attacked “op- 
pression of Arabs" in Israel, de- 


nounced the Six Day Wer “con- 
quests,” opposed Zionism and sup- 
ported cooperation of Jewish and 
Arab workers in “Palestine.” 

He claimed the aim of his organ- 
ization was not to harm the 
State's sovereignty but a joint, 
armed struggle for a socialist re- 
yolution. This aim could not be 
realized by 20 or even 100 men, 
or within a few years. “It will take 
time, but this regime can be over- 
thrown only by force,” he said. 

The srms he had expected from 
Syrla had been intended only for 
“self defence against Rabbi Caha- 
ne’s Jewish Defence League,” he 
sud. 


POLITICAL, NOT TERROR 


“I consider myself a Palestinian 
Arab, part of the Arab nation, but 
my attitude is international, not 
against the Jewish people. We must 
act together to prevent war, blood- 
shed and forelgn intervention. My 
orgenization was political but defi- 
nitely not devoted to terror.” 

Later in the day-long session, he 
fell asleep while Vered was wrangl- 
ing about his Communist ideologies. 

Subhi Narani and Anis Karawi, 
who had both served jail terms for 
erossing into the Gaza Strip before

Escaped prisoner holds 
press talk at Knesset

A suspect who escaped from 
détention in the Tel Mond lockup 
two weeks ago held a press con- 
ference yesterday in the Knesset, 
under the auspices of Shalom 
Cohen, ΜῈ. (Independent. 

Yosef Atias, 18, was the object 
of a police chase in the streets of 
Jerusalem only the night before. He 
and another escaped prisoner were 
riding in an army jeep when they 
were spotted by police. They tried 
to escape, but the chasing detectives 
shot and hit one of the wheels, and 
caught the other man, Eliyahu Ye- 
hoshua, 18. 

Atias had managed to get away. 

Yesterday, according to Shalom 
Cohen, Attas simply waiked to the 
Knesset visitors’ gate and was ad- 
mitted by showing ‘his identity card, 
like any other visitor. He was ac- 
companied by Saadia Marciano, for- 
mer Black Panther leader and a 
supporter of Shalom Cohen. 

The two approached Mr. Cchen 
and asked him to enable Atias to 
tell his story — of prison horrors. 
Mr. Cohen sald he agreed, on con- 
dition that Atlas give himself up 
to police immediately after the press 
conference. 

“Atias, who admitted having been 
in and out of jails since age nine, 
said he ecaped from Tel Mond, to- 
gether with two others, after wait- 
ing there four months for a trial 
om charges of theft he claimed he 
never committed. He said he had 
been placed in a cell housing four 
times a3 many persons as it was 
designed to hold, amd was subject 


to ail the hardships suffered by 
convicted crimingsis — despite the 
fact that he bad not yet been found 
guilty. 

- The prisoners were kept under 
jock for 23 hours a day, without 
medical attention, and with younger 
prisoners in constant danger of be- 
ing raped by the older men, he sald. 


The suspect said he was forced 
to turn to crime by his social en- 
vironment, and would have been 
able to leave it by entering mil- 
tary service — as he had been 
about to do when arrested. Being 
kept in jail until his trial, he 
charged, prevented tim from get- 
ting this chance. 

Following the conference, Atias 
was taken to the gate by the Knes- 
set guards, and turned over to 
police.

Agriculture Minister Haim 
Gvatt told the Knesset yesterday 
that damage caused to year's 
crops was at least I.70m. Dis- 
cussing his Ministry's budget for 
year, he _said ‘that?

Damage Insurance Fund, but he 
suspected that the figure was 
much higher than that. 

Almost every region of the coun- 
try had been hit by the cruel frost 
which arrived in December and the 
first weeks of January, he said. 
The frost — the likes of which we 
δύ not seen for several decades 
— had severely damaged orchards, 
sub-tropical fruits, vegetables and 
flowers. Some 30,000 dunams (220,000 
tons) of Jaffa oranges were de- 
stroyed, as were over 1,000 tons 
of avocado and 15,000 tons of ba- 
napas — about a quarter of the 
tatal crop. 

The frost, the Minister said, had 
damaged trees as well, and many 
will have to he replanted. 

Because of the frost and lack 
of rain 1972/73 was not going to 
be as good a year as 1971/72, in 
which agricultural production rose 
by 17 per cent at current prices. 
Though farmers’ net income rose 
by 10.8 per cent, real income ac- 
tually dropped in relation to other 
wage earners. Whereas in 1971 
farmers earned 89 per cent of the 
average national wage. this drop- 
ped to slightly over 85 per cent 
last year. 

In 1972, the Minister reported, 
seven new settlements had been es- 
tablished in the administered ter- 
ritories, and six more are cur- 
rently under construction. These 
were being built in the Golan, the 
Jordan and Beisan valleys, in Gaza 
and Southern Sinai.

Hash smugglers 
get stiffer 
penalties 


The Supreme Court yesterday in- 
creased the penalties of three of the 
eight persons convicted last year 
jn the Ra‘anana hashish smuggling 
case. Sixty-seven kilos of hashish 
were discovered last March when 
the police raided a house in Ra'a- 
nana where the smugglers were 
packing it inside shock absorbers 
for shipment abroad. 

Moshe Savion, 42, got two years 
added to his previous three-year 
sentence; Arye Nahari, 44, got in 
addition to his 18-month sentence, 
an 18-month suspended sentence 
plus a 150,000 fine — or a year's 
jail; and Aharon Friedman, 42, was 
also fined 150,000 in addition to 
his previous 18-month jail sentence, 

Both the prosecution and the de- 
fence had appealed against the 
earlier sentences — the latter hop- 
ing to get them reduced. But the 
Supreme Court held that a more 
Severe sentence was mandatory for 
persons trafficking in drugs in 
order to get rich quickly.

Thadeus Sidorek, a French citizan, 
had heard that one of the patients 
in Beersheba hospital had not re- 
gained consciousness and was still 
unidentified. 

A waiting Foreign Ministry offic- 
ial told her after she stepped off 
her plane that the man had in the 
meantime regained consctousness and 
identified himself.

The walk-out by the North Viet- 
namese and Vietcong delegations 
pushed back on the agenda a pro- 
posal by the U.S. for a renewed 
joint appeal to field commanders to 
stop the shooting, and discussion of 
surface-to-air missile batteries the 
U.S. and South Vietnamese have 
charged the North Vietnamese with 
installing after the cease-fire. 

Meanwhile at Clark Air Base, in 
the Philippines, a group of 34 pri- 
soners of war — including 30 Amer- 
ΙΩΒ and the only known female 
PoW — flew in from Hanoi yester- 
day, marking the halfway point in 
the attempt to release ali prisoners 
from Communist prisons by the end 
of the month. 

In one of the most emotional 
welcomings since Operation Home- 
coming began last month, the fa- 
milies of two Filipino PoWs who 
had been captured while working 
for the ‘Voice of America” swarm- 
ed over the men, hugging and kiss- 
ing them.

Pope names 31 
new cardinals 


VATICAN CITY (UPI). — Pope 
Paul VI yesterday added 31 new 
eardinals as princes of the Roman 
Catholic Church, then decreed a U- 
mit on the number who will be al- 
lowed to elect his successor. 

In a simple consistory reduced 
from the four days of ceremony in 
the past to only one, the Pope in- 
vested 30 new princes and disclosed 
the two secret cardinals known only 
to himself from the 1969 consistory. 
They are Cardinal Stepan Trochta 
of Czechoslovakia and Julius Hossu 
of Rumania. Hossu died in May, 
1970. 

The new cardinals bring to 145 
the number of princes of the church 
and to 117 the number eligible to 
vote in the next conclave to elect 
8 successor to Paul.

" ΤᾺ Mayor of Cincinnati, Ohio, 


Mr. Theodore Berry, is the 
pewest of America's black mayors. 
His city is also the centre of Re- 


form Judaism — the Hebrew Union 
College was founded there some 
100 years back — and Mr. Berry is 
here along with the Board of Gov- 
ermors of the college to mark the 
tenth anniversary of the Jerusalem 
campus of the institute. 


Mr. Berry visited here In 1956, 
Ἴ am interested in Israel because 
of my many Jewish friends. I was 
involved in many Israel Bond drives 
and I have a feeling of empathy 
with Israel because I myself waa 
involved with other movements of 
social struggle and change,” he says. 

Be is proud of Cincinnati’s role 
in the history af Reform Judaism 
and advised me to read the section 
on his city in the Encyclopaedia Ju- 
@aica. “I knew Professor Glueck per- 
sonally. We were good friends and 
since the archaeology schoo] here is 
being named after him, I felt that 
I should be present,” he explains. 


How did Cincinnat! take the elec- 
tion of a non-Caucasian mayor? 
“Very well I perceive nothing dif- 
ferent about community acceptance," 
he says. “Well, I have been there 
ali along. Everyone knows me. The 
only time I was away from Cin- 
¢cinnati was when I was deputy head 
of President Johnson's Office for 
Economic Opportunity under Sar- 
gent Shriver for a few years.

City as a business 

“The system bas been adopted 
by many American cities,"said Mr. 
Berry. The main principle is that 
city administration 1s regarded as ἃ 
business whose object fs to deliver 
services and a business ought to 
be run by a professtonal. “The mayor 
may be able to win votes, but he 
ean turn out ta be 8 very bad ad- 
ministrator, thus the counell hires 
an administrator and he is respon- 
sible to it. 


"The city manager is not necessa- 
rily replaced by a mew political 
administration, His ts not a political 
job and he is not doing -things to 
get votes. There must be ἃ very 
strong reason for remaving him. 
Many schools now train people spe- 
cifically for such jobs. The mayor 
and the city council, then, decide 
cn policy, whereas the city manager 
is In charge ‘of ifs practical imple- 
mentation.”

NOBODY MINDS INFLATION 


ere was 8 Time bot jong ago — when 
money was expected to be as sure and 
stable 85 virtue. when devaluation was consid- 
ered a sin, and inflation a vice. Today such 
views are regarded, Of course, as parochial, 
Central bank governors are preaching about 
the merits of frequent adjustments of ex- 
change rates, and this country provides an 
excellent example of growing and thriving in 
Ainfia circumstances for several decades. 

Inflation used to be dreaded because it de- 
Pressed the wage-earhers’ and the pensioners’ 
living standards. But that has been obviated 
by the invention of: linking, Neither is the 
threat to exports taken earnestly now, since 
an increase in domestic production costs can 

_ be offset by subsidies or incentives. Moreover, 
once inflation hag betome acceptable —~ even 
fashionable — most Countries are affected by 
it, and costs and prices rise everywhere, In 
any case, Israel could now cover its needs by 
exporting less or importing more, for it has 
foreign currency to Spare, 

It is therefore small wonder that neither of 
the parties to the emergency talks set up to 
produce Ὁ pollcy for combating inflation — 
has been particularly eager to see them suc- 
ceed. For nelther would lose much if they fail. 
The Histadrut is sure that if it insists on 
getting a mid-year ¢0.l, allowance increase — 
it wil) get it, so that most of its members will 
Bok δε ™much affected even If prices continue 

‘The manufacturers are also sure that re- 
formed price control will allow them to pass 
on eventual cost hikes to consumers, and that 
export incentives will be upped accordingly. 

Lastly, the government is intent on winning 
the elections and is ready to buy acceptable 
conditions by additonal subsidies or by addi- 
tional imports (at the cost of foreign cur- 
rency} or both. 

If the worst comes to the worst the economy 
will proceed more or less as forecast in this 
year’s Budget. One can hardly get excited 
about such a prospect. As a matter of fact, 
while ie cintpartite, talks continue, the merry- 
go-roun strikes, wage lncrem:

Nevertheless, the attempt to set up a joint 
anti-inflation front should not be dismissed as 
mere make-believe. Though none of the par- 
ticipants of the talks feels the inflationary 
Splral to be vicious, all of them find it in- 
creasingly difficult to operate, and are afraid 
of a mishap that could endanger prosperity. 

The main difficulties in steering the Israel 
economy in the prevailing circumstances may 
be summed up from three aspects. 

First, the persistent price rise tends to have 
ἃ warping effect on the allocation of economic 
resources, In public discussion of the relevant 
issues this topic occupies pride of place, 
though only from the social angle, because 
inflation is presumed to benefit property own- 
era and employers to the detriment of people 
living on money incomes. However, widespread 
use of Unking has greatly mitigated this dis-

crepancy, and some experts — including Prof. 
Don Patinkin — beware of passing judgement 
in this respect for lack of sure data. 

On the other hand, as far as the economit 
angle {s concerned there 15 no doubt that ris- 
ing prices tend to create an illusion of incomes 
bigger than they actual?y are, and to lure 
people — including public servants and sea- 
soned businessmen --- to expand current con- 
sumption at the expense of capital funds, or 
to disregard the resources required for re- 
placement of operating assets, For this aberra- 
tlon nobody in particular can be blamed, and 
its impacts seem to be marginal, but their 
cumulative effect may assume major propor- 
tlons, as is actually the case in Israel. 

The following table shows how we have allo- 
cated the fmeremental resources (goods and 
Services! put at our disposal by the growth of 
our GNP in recent years.

During the three years covered by the above 
table the GNP grew — or is expected to grow 
— by about 9 per cent annually, Le. by about 
one quarter, With declining’ defence require- 
Ments, part of the increment could be used for 
reducing the dependence on foreign aid and 
borrowing during 1971 and 1972. However, in 
the current year the additional resource uses 
will exceed the GNP increment by a large 
amount owing to the persistent increase in pri- 
vate consumption, of which only a 5721] part is 
meeded due to population increase. If this 
trend continues, the 1974 GNP increment may 
fall short of the increase in private consump- 
tton only, forcing us to cover all the rest from 
capital accounts, 


Moreover, if due account is taken of wear 
and tear and obsolescence of productive as- 
Sets, it is doubtful whether the gross invest- 
ment volume is still adequate. Also, the 
mechanics revealed by the above table tend 
to gather force in course of time. Rising 
prices in a protected home market bring in 


their wake rising profits, and rising wages 
(which latter feed domestic purchasing power. 
But wages are spent as a rule on better living. 
not on investment. On top of that, propertied 
classes see no reason to save while their 
wealth -— in money terms — is soaring as 8. 
reflection of the price rise. 

‘Unless contrary measures are takec by the 
administration — imposing taxes oF forced 
loans or other fiscal charges in order to siphon 
off purchasing power — the economy is likely 
τὸ stunt Its productive capacity while expand- 
ing its living standards, and thus to get ine 
creasingly dependent on foreign aid, 35 has 
been happening. ᾿ 

Second, Israel's economic performance in re- 
cent years has been made possible by 2 
combination of internal inflation with externa! 
devaluation. Since 1967 our GNP increase by 
over one half at real terms when calculated 
at fixed prices in Israel currency, 1.6. after dis- 
counting the price rise by about as muck 
again. However, the exchange rate of our 
currency declined In the meantime over one 
third even for capital transactions, and about 
one half for trade purposes. 

Nevertheless, the comprehensive system of 
subsidies that we maintain has prevented this 
decline from fully working Itself through our 
economy. It stands to reason, that properly 
adjusted to world market terms our price 
level would be higher, and our real GNP 
smaller, than now; that we are actually delud- 
ing ourselves about the amount of resources 
δὲ our disposal; that we “re underestimating 
the effort required in order to make our eco- 
nomy viable and internationally competitive. 
However, no correction of this error is possible 
as Jong as the economy is operating in ἐπ’ 
flationary cost-plus conditions. 

Third, by letting inflation proceed unchecked 
we have alowed internal strains and stresses 
to accumulate to a point at which they hamper 
effective economic poticy-making, The issue 
we are now facing is so difficult because 
inflation is already operating both from the 
demand ("pull") and from the cost i“push": 
Side, and counter action must also be com- 
posite — or else it will fail 

Mopping up excess purchasing power is likely 
to rock an economy in which wages and other 
costs are rising rapidly, and further advance 
of the price level is taken for granted. Heep- 
ing a lid on wages and other incomes will 
be resented by trade unions already restive in 
view of rising prices and growing income dif- 
ferentials. Another devaluation will jet prices 
soar, and cause a head-on clash with the 
Histadrut if an attempt is made to let it 
work. A slowdown, {κα fn 1986, may weaken 
the labour opposition to reforms and economic 
mability, but is a bitter medicine, stunting 
economic growth, causing widespread distress, 
and ruining immigration prospects. In such a 
quandary our government understandably pre- 
fers to shelve unpalatable decisions. But the 
economy is not helped, and people's confidence 
is inevitably eroded, by its vacillations.

be better homes and schools rather 
than faster aircraft and more de- 
structive weapons. 

What Rockefeller has in mind is 
not redistribution of his or anyone 
else's immediate fortune, but mak- 
ing things more equitable In the 
long run. 

He cites a 1972 Cambridge Insti- 
tute study which said that Ameri- 
cans with higher incomes are pay- 
ing proportionately less of the total 
tax burden today than they ‘vere 
20 years ago. The reason, he said, 
is that the effective rates of in- 
come tax at various levels have 
changed little during that time while 
other forms of taxation, including 
payroll taxes and sales taxes have 
increased dramatically. 

The net effect, he safd, is that 
Jower and middle income people are 
paying more and upper income peo- 
ple are paying roughly the same 
as before. Similarly, personal own- 
ership of capital — primarily stocks 
and bonds —- has not varied signifi- 
cantly in the past 50 years.

THE END OF THE 
5-DAY WORK WEEK? 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — 

Te standard five-day, 40-hour 

work week seems to be disappear- 

ing gradually in the U.S, and Hu- 

rope, creating advantages as well 

as problems for management and 
employees. 

That is the conclusion of Janice 
N. Hedges, a U.S. Labour Depart- 
ment economist who recently studied 
the trend toward a compressed work 
week in the U.S. 2nd a "“flexi-time” 
system in Europe that lets workers 
start and quit each day when they 
want, as long as they meet 2 
monthly work requirement. 

Mrs. Hedges, writing in “Month- 
ly Labour Review,” a Labour De- 
partment publication, says U.S. em- 
ployers have found that a four-day, 
40-hour, week usually helps to in- 
crease profits and productivity, low- 
er operating costs, reduce absentee~ 
ism and boost employee morale. 

Qn the negative side, she says 
the compressed week has tended to 
result in more tardiness and to 
leave many workers more tired than 
they were after putting in an eight- 
hour day five times a week.

It is probably ἃ fair guess to 
assume that Mrs. Meir would not 
have said unthinkingly that she 
would accept her party's decision 
in this important matter if she 
were unalterably opposed to ac- 
cepting what she knows this de- 
cision to be; and the half-denial 
may well be a matter of not 
wishing this important piece of 
news to appear to come from an 
American programme. 

Her leadership since the death 
ot Levi Eshkol in 1969 has been 
effective and she has earned a 
very high of support 
among the public. At the same 
time it is known that she her- 
self wishes to retire, not only 
because she has reached and 
passed retirement age and is en- 
titled to respite from the almost 
intolerable strain imposed on an 
Israel premier, but also because 
she apparently feels that some 
of the social and ethnic problems 
in Israel today are outside the 
scope of her view of Zionism 
and should be solved by those 


who are closer to the govern- 
ment's critics in age and ex- 
perience. 

The real crux of the problem 
is, of course, that the nominal 
fusion of the three labour Ips 
— Mapai, Ahdut Ha'avoda and 
Rafi— and their left-wing part- 
ner in the Alignment, Mapam, is 
far from complete as regards 
policies, and less so stili as re- 
gards personalities. There is not 
the least doubt that Finance 
Minister Sapir hes full control 
of what it known as the party 
“machine” or organization, and 
that the “machine” men are 
waiting for him to become prem- 
jer and consolidate the party: 
Just as there is no doubt that 
a very wide range of the party's 
membership an election-time 
supporters would much prefer 
to see Defence Minister Dayan 
as premier to say nothing of 
other possible contenders. 

The resultant tensions may 
be below the surface, but they 
are sharp. Mr. Sapir does not 
wish ta have to confront them 
in the open, and Mr. Dayan has 
neither taste nor talent for 
party infighting. Both men have 
many critics in the joint party, 
but even these do not really 
wish to see either man leave the 
government as the result a 
conflict on policy. Thus the only 
easy solution at the present time 
is that Mrs. Meir should remain, 
not so much holding the balance 
aS saving the party the need to 
decide where it is going. 

Crucial decisions may be re- 
quired within the next year, and 
they should be taken by a gov- 
ernment that represents as wide 
a spectrum of opinion as pos- 
sible. For this reason alone, if 
for no other, it will be warmly 
welcomed if Mrs. Meir remains, 
and by opponents as well as by 
supporters. This is surely the 
wtimate mark of approval for 
any national leader.

No tow-trucking: 
problems in Haifa

Sir, — With reference to the tow- 
truckers’ strike in Tel-Aviv it may 
interest your readers that here in 
Haifa we solved the problem way 
back in 1968. 

At that time the Haifa truckers 
made similar complaints to those 
now voiced by their colleagues in 
Tel-Aviv and after the Better Busi- 
mess Bureau of Haifa delved into 
the matter, a number of meetings 
took place at the Traffic Police Of- 
fice, tn which the BB of Halfa was 
represented by our legal adviser Ad- 
vocate J. Shaanan. 

The Traffic Police, headed by 
Pakad Guttman, reached the follow- 
ing arrangement with the tow- 
truckers: 

a) The tow-truckers were to keep 
ἃ roster whereby one of a number 
of telephone numbers would always 
be available to the Traffic Police to 
call upon in the event of ἃ taw- 
truck being required. 

b) The Traffic Police would mere- 
Jy call the telephone number then 
on duty, giving the particulars of 
the towing services required. 

c) The rest was left to the per- 
son on duty on behalf of the tow- 
truckers to arrange among them- 
selves. 

‘This arrangement was accompa- 
med by a subsidiary one whereby 
each tow-trucker undertook to

It had been 
shamed into quiescence for a 
couple of decades after Ausch- 
witz, but now it appears to have 
been vigorously rejuvenated, 

When Ophul's film “Le Chagrin 
et le Pitié’ was screened here 
and on British TV recently it put 
paid to a few myths about the 
French, I have long been immune 
to what Arthur Koestler once 
termed ‘The French ΕἸ". 
When I read his 1948 egsay, 
later reprinted in “The Yogi and 
the Commissar," I recognized 
the symptoms immediately, for 
they were all about me in the 
School of Art where I was 
serving my time. Briefly, the 
English intellectual held that 
everything was better in France 
— ἃ point which had been made 
® couple of centuries earlier by 
Laurence Stern in the famous 
opening line of "ἃ Sentimental 
Journey.” As Koestler put it 
“‘Liusage dy cabinet est intardit 
pendant larrét du train en gare’ 
meuns only that you should not 
use the toilet while the train is 
in the station but (to the Eng- 
lish imtellectua!} it sounds like 
the pure harmonies of the 
Spheres.” 

Dark suspicions 

My father had implanted dark 
suspicions of things French in 
my child mind when he told me 
of his experiences in World 
War 1. As he and other British 
wounded Jay in their blood in 
the filth of a farmyard on the 
Somme, which was serving as 
an advanced dressing - station, 
a jolly French peasant was 
making the rounds, selling them 
water, years later, this 
early training made me view 
all the heartening tales of the 
gallant French resistance with 
more than a grain of salt and 
T was hardly surprised when, 
after a decent interval, the truth 
began to emerge. 

Tt was clear that the majority 
of the French people had collab- 
orated with the Nazis, or at least 
found some form of modus υἱ- 
vendi with them. This by no 
means denigrates the very real 
achievement of the several tens 
of thousands who fought the 
Occupation, often being betrayed 
by their fellow-countrymen, as 
MED. Foot's Official War His- 
tory “S.O.E. in France” makes 
so abundantly clear. Unfortunate- 
ly the Allies, for reasons of their 
‘own, over-emphasized the French 
contribution to the Liberation 
until the whole country from De 
Gaulle downwards began to suffer 
from a form of collective am- 
nesia, belleving they did it on 
thelr own. In fact their contribu- 
tion was iiaignificant compared 
to the role of the British and 
the American forces. 

The record of the Vichy gov- 
ernment, led by Petain and Laval 
was, in fact, worse than any 
country jn occupied Europe. They 
zealously exceeded the demands

of the Naz! overlorda and in the 
notorious Aktion of July 16, 1942, 
the French police collected even 
the Jewish children, which had 
not been asked for by Eichmann’s 
Bureau. Laval refused to rectify 
this error and more than 4,000 
Jewish children were shipped 
from Dranecy to the furnaces οὗ. 
Auschwitz. As Professor Wellers 
told the Eichmann court, “some 
of them were barely two or three 
years old and did not even know 
their names." Of course these 
were the children of “foreign” 
Jews, for Laval squared his con- 
sclence by protecting the French- 
born, 


French anti-Semitism has a 
venerable ancestry. Voltaire re- 
ferred to the Jews as “the lowest 
of all nations." Ernest Renan 
spoke of “the appalling simplic- 
ity of the Semitic mind” and one 
of the greatest contributors to 
the potty racial theories which 
stained the 19th century was the 
Comte de Gobineau. Others, who 
should have known better, luclude 
Degas and the dress-designer 
Coco Chanel. The latter were 
nurtured on the Dreyfus Affair, 
one of the greatest frame-ups of 
all time. Some months ago we 
had the opportunity of seeing 
Captain Dreyfus's daughter on 
TV who told us that she conal- 
dered herself first and foremost 
a Frenchwoman. This touched me 
right on the funny-bone or, as 
they would have it in France, 
le petit-juif. 


Fighting marine pollution 


To the Editor of The Jeruaslem Post 


Sir, — The recent finding of Tech- 
nion scientists that edible flesh of 
fish collected from Haifa Bay con- 
taing up to 2 ppm of mercury is 
alarming, The maximum allowable 
concentration (MAC) of mercury in 
the United States is 0.5 ppm (not 
5 ppm as reported in The Jerusa- 
lem Post article of Feb. 28); there- 
fore some Israeli fish contain four 
times the MAC, It is almost certain 
that other organisms in Haifa Bay, 
especially filter-feeding 
will concentrate mercury to even 
higher levels than fish. 

If mercury were the only con- 
taminant challenging public health 
in Israel via marine food chains, life 
would be comparatively simple for 
both environmentalists and indus- 
trialists. But, unfortunately, aJmost 
nothiag 1s known about the nature, 
composition and effects of mixed 
directly into Is- 
rael's waters or indirectly from other 
countries. Nor is there a single 
agency that presently coordinates 
the efforts of the limited number of 
engineers, toxicologists, oceanogra- 
phers, marine biologists and others 
that are working actively on Israel's 
marine environmental problems.
